excuse as may therefrom arise, to 
be determined by some, legal auth- 
ority sot apart by law for that 
purpose. Such compulsion shall 
relate however, to all pupil chil- 
dren in regnrd to their sex and 
age asfollows: All male children 
who are legal pupils as to their 
mental and physical ability as are 
determined now by law, shall be 
required by their parents or guar- 
dians to enter at the age of 7 years 
and thus coutiuue until they have 
arrived at the age of seventeen 
years. The female to be entered 
likewise, at the nge of 8 yeais and 
so continue until they arrive at 
the age of 15 years. 

He it further r-solvod that the 
parol i- or guardians ol all pupil 
children between the age of six 
and tv.enty years be required to 
give them auch instruction, if they 
ure adequate to the task, that they 
Way know well at least the Eng- 
lish alphabet before being entered 
school. 

Second measure by S, M. Nfc$eU. 
Be ic resoved hy the teachers of 
Morgan county that the present 
method of granting certificates b<- 
abolished. Bo it resolved that 
during each year between the first 
day of June and September mere 
iball be held in each county in the 
state of Kentucky a Normal term 
of lour weeks, conducted by a Nor- 
mal instructor, selected by the 
state board of education and ap- 
proved of by the county superin- 
tendent, in which s,,j,l term is to 
be held, and said instructor is to 
be acajatad by tWO county instruct- 
or* i>r examiners, who are to be 
•alec tad by the county superin- 
tendent, and who shall hold 
^ tificntes of the first grade. Saul 
-plgsi I term sllft!1 !" hi foe the purpose 
jof det'Tininiiig who an qimlitieil 
to tench, and also for the purpose 
p! training the teachers of said 
county. Every person who tenches 
or expocts to teach during thut 
school year shall attend said nor- 
mal session, who is an applicant 
for a certificate.
